REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Lewis et al (U.S. Pat. No. 6,223,565 discloses a cryptographic system for securing data 
on a computer network. 

However, the reason for allowance is based on the Board of Appeal decision. 
As per claims 1 and 41 "a cryptographic engine for cryptographically protecting data, an 
interface for communicating with the computer network, and a module for processing 
value for the value bearing item, wherein each of the plurality of cryptographic devices 
is capable of authenticating any of the plurality of remote users, wherein each of the 
plurality of cryptographic devices is capable of processing a VBI printing request from 
any of the plurality of remote users, and wherein each of the plurality of cryptographic 
devices is capable of generating indicia data for transmitting to any of the plurality of 
remote users".
